No doubt muny have
how many we shall, perhaps, never k
Villnges i3 the Stges hoave
gwept by cholera, and the Morwirees, strageling
along the road on their return to Rajpootana,
have left thelr dead on the highway., Maoy
corpses were thus seen n month ago, but now
there is a lull, Towns in Holkar's territory,
about Indore, have suflered much. Death has
been moving all through . Bhopal also, and in the
Goona district the ravoges have been great. In
Bundelkund, where the famine has been sorest,
cholera hus bocn milder than In other places;
but there Is & (me of trial yet to be tided over
till the rain crop= are ready,  We hinve been
gaved so many horrors whichi gecmed Inevituble
in the fumine that was 50 nigh, that we may wel
bear this burden, and strive by supplying food
and work to meet the future. In the atflicted
districts charity has been great and goneral;
had it not been Rajpoornna, Gwallor, and
Bundelkund would bhave been depopulated.
Sueh is the opinlon of the hirhest authoritles on
the spot.

Alleged Loss of Ten Thousand Lives.

Another account Bnys: —

The second of the two hurrieancs which
visited Bengal—on the 16eh of May and the 9th
of June—was very destructive, but far inferior
in violenee to the torrible storms of 1864 and
1867, The plantains and the pan leaf, which is
chewed with the betel nut, were roined, but the
ether crops eseaped. At Coleottn business was
entirely suspended. Few wmoerchants were able
to reach thelr places of business, and those who
did found themselves minus their native ex-
ployes.
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Hosplial fall in, killing
two women and wonnding nine others, Trecs
were blown down, brick houses were Injured,
and huts were renorally leveled with the gronnd
wherever they were not sheltered, The ship-
